In descending the Athabasea river it was 
first observed a few miles uboye the juno 
tion of the Clearwater branch, below 
which it becomes more conspicuous, 
forming the whole bank of the stream, 
with the exception of a few feet ot lime- 
atone at the base, for a distance of many 
miles. These banks are sometimes about 
150 ft. in heightand frequentiy main. 
tain an elevation of about 100 ft. tor 
considerable distances. Except where 
they have been long exposed to tho 
weather, they generally look as black as 
coal, A thick tar is often seen draining 
out of the depomt, aod in numerous 
places on the ground at the foot of either 
bank, or on terraces lower than = their 
summits, this tar collects in pools or 
flows in sluggish streams to lower levels 
among the peaty materials in the woods 
The surface of these accumulations of tar 
is usually covered with « hardened 
pitch crust. The boatmen on the river 
break through this crust in order to 
collectths underlying tar, which they 
boil don and use for pitching their craft, 
Some parts of the banks are rendered 
plastic en masse from being over-satur- 
ated with the asphalt, and in warm 
weather they glide gradually down into 
the bed of the river, incorporating the 
boulders and pebbles in their course." 


Mr, Hoffman, chemist and mineralégist 
to the Canada Geological Survey, des- 
cribes bituminous sand-rock from the 


“Athabasca, bbont 6 miles below its con- 


fluence with the Clearwater, collected by 
Dr. Bell, He also describes maltha or 
mineral tar, fromthe right bank of the 
Athabysca, about 12 miles beiow rts con- 
fluence with the Little Red river, and 
which is found at several other poi ats 
further down the Athabasca. This 
article, he says, will in all probability be 
found, with a very sligbt treatment, 
‘‘sujtable for employment in the come 
atraction of roads, footpaths, court yards, 
etc.,, and for asphalting the flooring of 
quarries, basements of warebouses, and 
asa roofing matertal,’’ and ax a crude 
materin| for the manufacture of illumin- 
nating and lubricating oils and parnafine.

~ Homestead Regulations 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Landein Manitoba orthe North-West Terri- 
tories, excepting Sand 2%, which have not 
been homesteaded, to provide 
lots for settiers, or other purposes, may be 
person who isthe sole 
head of a family, or male over cearntoes poate 
of age, to the extent of one quarter section o! 
160 acres more or less. 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the loca 
land office in which the land to be taken {a 
situate, or if the homesteader desires he may, 
on application to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg, receive authority for some 
one to make the ug f for him. fee of $10 
is churged for an ordinary homestead entry; 
»yut for lands which have been occupied ap 
additional fee of 810 is chargeable to meet in- 
spection and cancellation expenses. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES, 


Under the present law homestead duties 
may, be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for opuy the settler must 
declare under which of the following con- 
ditions he elects to hold his land : 

1, Th xoars cultivation and residence, 
during which period the settler may not be 
absentformore than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 

2. Residence for threo years anywhere with- 
in two miles of the homcatead quarter section, 
and afterwards actual residence iu a habitable 
house upon the homestead for three months 
next prior to application for patent. Under 
this system 10 acres must be broken the first 
year after entry, 15 additional in the second, 
and 16 in the 3rd year; 10 acres to be in crop 
the second year, and 28 acres the third ° 

3. The five years’ syatem under which a set- 
tler may reside auywpere for the first two 
years (but must perfect his entry by conmen- 
cing cultivation within six months after the 
date thereof), breaking 6 acres the first year, 
cropping those § acres and Lapin d 10 acres 
additional the second year, and also building a 
habitable house before the end of the second 
your. The settler must commence actual 
residence on the homestead at the expiration 
of two years trom the date of entry, 
thereafter reside upon and cultivate hid home- 
stead for atleast six months in each of the 
three next succceding years. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be mado before the local agent, any home- 
gtend inspector or the Intelligence officer at 
Medicine Hat or Qu’Appolle station, Before 
making applicaticn for Patent the settler must 
give six months’ notice in writing to the Com- 
missioner of Deminion Lands of his intertion
